□ Last season, America, Alistair Cooke’s 
series on American history, won a flock 
of awards but was, for the most part, a 
flop in the ratings. 

The series that won four Emmys, 
among other honors, and won knight- 
hood for Cooke, was on NBC in an un- 
fortunate time period. It was on oppo- 
site Marcus Welby, M.D., which robbed 
it of many adult viewers. It was on late 
in the evening, which meant that many 
young viewers, who had the most to 
gain from this superb production, were 
in bed. And it was on irregularly — 
biweekly most of the time, but some- 
times not appearing for two weeks in a 
row, making it hard for viewers to keep 
up with it. 

□ This season America is back, and 
its sponsor, the Xerox Corporation, is 
going after viewers, not awards. 

The series has been sold as a week- 
ly offering to nearly a hundred stations 
across the country, more than half of 
them network affiliates. It will be car- 
ried by most of these stations, starting 
the second week of September, on 
Fridays, Saturdays or Sundays. In re- 
sponse to the many complaints about 
the show being on too late at night 
(“Dear Sir,’’ one youngster wrote. "How 
could you be so dumb?”), stations will 
carry the show between 4 P.M. and 
8:30 P.M. (Some network affiliates are 
even dropping network programs in 
favor of America.) And there will be 
no middle-of-the-show commercials to 
break the mood of these outstanding 
programs. 

□ These are all pleasing developments. 
It is good to see that Xerox, Hughes 
Television Network (which is handling 
the syndication) and so many stations 
have enough faith in America to make it 
available again. 

The time and days of the telecasts 
are right. And now it is up to the view- 
ers to make the second run of America 
a popular as well as a critical success.

Will the Lights Go Out 
All Over the World? 

Some hard facts about the energy crisis, surveyed 
this week in a three-hour TV documentary

[On Tuesday, Sept. 4, NBC devotes 
the entire evening to a special — “NBC 
Reports: The Energy Crisis — An Ameri- 
can White Paper." See Sports and 
Specials column in the program section 
for time and channels. — Ed.] 

Does there exist in this Nation and on 
this planet a clear and present “energy 
crisis”? 

There does. At a specific date in the 
easily foreseeable future, all of the 
planet’s fossil fuels (oil, coal, natural 
gas), which were formed over hundreds 
of millions of years, will be exhausted. 

It is a crisis which has, in effect, 
“snuck up on us” because of our 
c o 1 1 e c t i v e — and understandable — in- 
ability (1) to see the problem in all its 
economic, social, political and tech- 
nical complexity; and (2) to believe the 
evidence of our senses now that most 
of the facts are before us. 

Says one expert: “To present the 
facts of our impending power shortage 
is to evoke the most profound disbelief 
that such a tragedy could ever develop." 

Some energy experts choose to de- 
scribe the emergency in the bleakest 
and most shocking terms to s.nare the 
public’s fractionated attention. Thus, a 
pair of authors named Lawrence Rocks 
and Richard P. Runyon, in a new book 
called “The Energy Crisis," write: "We 
are running out of power and have no 
plans that can close the energy gap in 
time to avert a shutdown of American 
industry, and with that, the collapse of 
our way of life and the loss of our na- 
tional independence.” 

Are things really that bad? 

A long-time "energy-watcher," Jack 
Bridges — currently' a staff member of 
the Joint Committee- on Atomic Energy 
in Washington — says this: "Such state- 
ments are overplaying the facts only if 
we continue on the basic course we are 
now on. If we do not make some very 
serious decisions in the United States 
and in the rest of the industrialized 
world with reference to our energy pat- 
terns — and make them very soon — 


many of those predictions could come 
true. But we have no plan functioning 
now that will divert us from what those 
authors are describing.” 

Here's a grab bag of random facts 
about energy, culled from the literature 
— that is just now beginning to pyramid 
— on world energy problems: 

□ It now appears that the world as a 
whole will use as much energy from all 
forms in the years 1970-2000 as it did 
from the start of mankind to 1970. 

□ The average American uses as 
much energy in a few days as half the 
world’s people individually consume in 
one year. 

□ The United States, with six per cent 
of the world's population, consumes 
more than 35 per cent of the planet's 
total energy and minerals production. 

□ Ninety-six per cent of our energy 
comes from fossil fuels (four per cent 
from nuclear and hydroelectric power); 
two of those fuels — oil and gas — will 
probably be exhausted in 50 years. Coal 
deposits will last a lot longer, but utiliz- 
ing them without massive damage to the 
landscape and the atmosphere may be 
impossible. 

□ World energy consumption is ex- 
pected to nearly double between 1970 
and 1980, partly because the energy 
growth rate in Japan, the Soviet Union 
and Eastern Europe will be even higher 
than that of the United States over the 
next 20-30 years. 

□ Domestic reserves of oil and gas 
are diminishing, and by 1990 it's pos- 
sible that imports will account for about 
two-thirds of the country’s oil needs 
(they are now 25 per cent), with all the 
unfortunate political and economic con- 
sequences which such dependency 
suggests. 

Thus far, the American public has 
had the merest brush with energy 
problems: scattered gasoline and heat- 
ing-fuel shortages; occasional cutbacks 
on voltage in the big cities; a few air- 
line delays for lack of fuel. But the 
collective wrath will rise — says Jack 
Bridges — when workingmen in St. — > 
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continued 

Louis or Detroit or Atlanta come home 
from their factories to discover that their 
beer is warm and the television set 
won't go on. 

Where is all this energy going that 
Americans are burning up at so accel- 
erated a pace? (And there will be about 
40 million more of us by 1990.) Well, 
it's being blown out through the exhaust 
pipes of our 300-horsepower automo- 
biles which we set in motion at 70 
miles per hour over the Nation’s super- 
highways; it’s powering the scores of 
appliances we have come to expect 
as right and natural in our daily lives 
— toasters, dishwashers, air condition- 
ers, mowers, mixers, hairdryers, power 
saws, television sets, phonographs, vac- 
uum cleaners and washing machines, 
as well as such ambiguous conven- 
iences as electric combs, toothbrushes 
and carving knives. 

Office buildings in our big cities are 
often sealed environments of glass and 
steel which must be heated and cooled 
the year round — instead of allowing 
their occupants simply to throw open 
a window for fresh air if they’re warm 
and to close it if they're chilly. (One 
of the more arresting statistics to sur- 
face recently is that New York’s newly 
constructed World Trade Center — twin 
towers in lower Manhattan which are 
among the tallest buildings in the world 
— uses more electricity than the city of 
Syracuse.) 

Power also is absorbed by the Na- 
tion’s factories (35 per cent of our 
energy supplies), by the need to heat 
private homes (many of which are 
badly insulated), by commercial jet- 
liners, and by the armed forces’ ships, 
planes and rockets. 

The need to conserve energy re- 
sources on all those fronts is now ap- 
parent. Just as the late '60s were a 
time of awakening as regards pollution 
of the environment, the 1970’s are 
destined (if we are lucky) to be the 
watershed decade when masses of 
Americans realize for the first time 


that the planet's natural fuels are all 
going up in smoke. 

Ironically, those two concerns — ecol- 
ogy and energy — are on a collision 
course, and their respective partisans 
will have a great deal to thrash out in 
the years just ahead. For example, the 
energy experts claim a need for courses 
of action that are anathema to many 
conservationists; strip mining of coal, 
offshore oil drilling, construction of an 
Alaskan pipe line, enhanced utilization 
of coal with its sulfurous emissions, 
the construction of scores of new oil 
refineries, and the temporary relax- 
ation of air and water pollution stand- 
ards. 

Those steps will help buy time — 
say the energy experts — until alternate 
sources of energy can be brought into 
play. First and foremost among those 
is nuclear fusion, the distant cavalry 
whose bugle is now but a dim toot, 
but whose timely arrival is supposed to 
save us from the encroaching darkness. 
But nuclear power plants, too, are 
among the hobgoblins of conservation- 
ists; fear of radiation emissions, nuclear 
explosions and thermal pollution — 
which kills fish in rivers — has made 
communities unwilling to accept such 
plants in their midst. 

Nonetheless, nuclear power, along 
with such other alternate sources as 
geothermal power (tapping underground 
reservoirs of steam and water), solar 
energy (converting sunlight into elec- 
tricity), coal gasification (converting 
coal into a kind of natural gas), and 
the harnessing of tides and winds, will 
be needed in concert to drive the 
engines upon which so much of human 
life on earth has become dependent. 

For decades, however, we’ll plainly 
have to tighten our belts and carve 
down our energy consumption to some 
acceptable rate of growth. In President 
Nixon’s June 29 energy message, he 
called for lower highway speed limits, 
greater use of car pools and public 
transportation, and announced he was 
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asking Congress for $10 billion over 
five years to find new energy sources. 
Similarly, he directed .Federal depart- 
ments and agencies to reduce the level 
of air conditioners, to drive smaller cars, 
make fewer business trips and make 
other savings wherever possible. 

‘‘There’s nothing written in the Con- 
stitution that suggests we have to con- 
tinue to increase our consumption of 
energy at the same rate that we have 
in the past,” says S. David Freeman, 
director of an ongoing Ford Foundation 
energy study. "Just because energy 
was used lavishly when we thought it 
was plentiful doesn’t mean we can’t 
build houses that don't leak so much 
heat, smaller cars, high-speed trains be- 
tween our cities that use a fourth or 
fifth the energy of an airplane, and give 
industry the incentive to make its 
products with 20 or 30 per-cent less 
energy to bring this growth curve down 
to something we can manage." 

Freeman points out that an additional 


5<*-per-gallon tax on gasoline would 
raise $5 billion a year that might be 
used to construct efficient public trans- 
portation systems to t enefit everybody. 
He also supports the view that large 
industrial consumers of energy — more 
so than the public at large — should 
absorb the inevitable boosts in energy 
costs as a powerful incentive to their 
finding ways to make do with less 
energy. 

Says Freeman: ‘‘The Chinese char- 
acter for the word ‘crisis' is made up of 
two symbols: one means ‘danger’ and 
the other means ‘opportunity.’ I think 
that describes our present circum- 
stances perfectly. There is indeed an 
element of _danger, but the fact that 
energy shortages have now reached 
the consumer's gas tank gives us an op- 
portunity to find solutions while there’s 
still time. I really feel that the situation 
has more hope in it right now than 
I’ve ever seen.” ©

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'Woman’s Place’ 

A personal view of what it’s like 
to grow up female

["Woman’s Place," on Saturday, Sept. 8

women to play certain roles in society.

In my day, growing up female meant 
growing up fibbing. 

Not during early childhood, when a 
little girl could prefer trucks to Sparkle 
Plenty dolls and still not be a social 
outcast. At 8 or 9 we hadn't felt the 
need to lie about it if we hated setting 
the table or if we prefered overalls to 
organdy pinafores. 

Honesty came as naturally to female 
children as it did to male children — 
and even if no one smiled and said, 
"Boys will be boys,” we girls could 
get away with climbing trees, dis- 
membering radios and being the doctor 
(even though we had been given nurses' 
kits). 

But there came a time when all of 
this changed. Tomboys of 12 or 13 lost 
their charm, and ''deviate” behavior 
was suddenly labeled “unladylike.” 

We learned that certain activities were 
"feminine” and others were “too boy- 
ish.” We found out — mostly through 
unspoken parental and social pressure 
— that there were different standards 



and expectations for a girl. And many 
of those expectations demanded that 
we become something we were not. 
That's how we learned that feminine 
wiles, clever manipulation and outright 
deception were often necessary forms 
of survival. 

We lied about our brains because 
everyone knew that smart girls scared 
boys. 

We kept our fastball a secret so as 
not to wound the ego of our Little 
League lover. 

We falsified our looks because be- 
fore age 13, it was embarrassing to 
have breasts, and after age 13 it was 
humiliating not to have them. 

We even fibbed about our interests. 
If the football captain thought poetry 
was “square," we gave up iambic 
pentameter in favor of T-formations. 

From adult models in real life, from 
movies and love comic books, we ab- 
sorbed the details of the female role. 
Television reinforced our impressions. 
The girls on My Little Margie and The 
Goldbergs and Mama were always busy 
trapping, teasing and pleasing boys. 
We became mimics of the medium, 
rehearsing for womanhood with the 
little boys in our lives — giggling at 
their jokes, despising ourselves for 
growing taller than they, letting them 
raise their hands in class even when 
we knew the right answer, "putting out” 
in the back seat to keep their attentions, 
or staying "pure" to gain their respect. 

Whatever behavior we adopted no 
longer had much to do with who we — > 
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continued 

were or what we cared about. In the 
constant search for male approval, we 
were willing to lose ourselves. We 
never knew a girl had any other choice. 

Take my straight hair, for example. 
In 1951, when I was 12, fashionable 
females had short, curly hair with side 
parts. I had baby-fine, straight hair 
that defiantly parted itself in the center; 
but since Kate Smith, Bess Truman and 
my mother had short, wavy bobs — and 
since my permissive childhood was 
over — it was time for my first “perm.” 

I remember the traumatic day my 
mother took me to a beauty salon — 
a weird world of foul-smelling lotions 
and bullet-shaped hair dryers. While 
someone draped a plastic cape around 
my shoulders, I watched an attendant 
pick up stray bobby pins with a magnet 
at the end of a broom handle. 

Then my straight hair was sheared 
off and the short remaining stubs were 
attached to the permanent-wave ma- 
chine. The coils and wires of this free- 
standing electrical monster seemed to 
plug into my scalp as each curler 
stretched my hair from the roots. 

“This is awful,” I told my mother, 
incredulously. “Why am I doing this?" 

"Beauty hurts,” she said. 

It was a phrase I was to hear many 
times throughout my growing years — 
a commiserating martyr’s code that pro- 
claimed “This is what we do for them." 

Two days later my hair started falling 
out. 

My father settled the case out of 
court, but he was enraged and he 
blamed my mother. “From now on, 
leave her alone!” he commanded. 
And my mother cried with guilt. She 
never realized that in an unconscious 
but profound and very subtle way, it 
was my father who had ordered my 
transformation. By openly admiring a 
popular image of female beauty, and 
by the countless times he had said he 
wanted all “his girls” to be beautiful, 
he, quite unwittingly, had programmed 


a permanent wave into my life. 

My friend Susannah also had parental 
help in living the lie. Her hair problem 
was the opposite of mine. Susannah 
was black. In those decades before 
Afros and black pride, Susannah's 
mother worked hard to straighten her 
daughter’s hair. During our sophomore 
year in high school, Susannah admitted 
the deception that kept her beautiful. 

It turned out that the doctor’s note 
which excused her from swim class was 
a fake. Susannah didn't really have 
ear trouble. Her mother simply refused 
to let that arduously straightened hair 
be destroyed by an hour in the pool 
twice a week. Hair beauty was hard to 
come by. 

So, as far as I know, Susannah never 
learned to swim. 

It didn't require a doctor’s note to 
keep many of us from activities we 
might have enjoyed. Other “authorities” 
curbed our natural enthusiasms. If we 
suspected some merit in the adage 
“To thine own self be true,” there were 
scores of guidance and etiquette books 
that sold girls instead on the art of ac- 
commodation. 

"Learn about what interests him," 
counseled the teen columnists. So we 
boned up on carburetors for the car 
nut even though we didn't know a 
jalopy from a Jaguar — and didn't really 
care. “Don’t be opinionated,” said the 
experts. So we left our Adlai Stevenson 
button at home just in case our blind 
date was an Eisenhower supporter. 

For a girl growing up in the '50s, 
popularity, proms and proposals of 
marriage were the only games in town. 
To win, you had to get chosen. And 
to get chosen, you had to adjust, to 
match the female ideal. But the closer 
you came to the Dream Girl image, the 
further away you were from the human 
ideal. So that was our double bind — the 
Catch 22 of growing up fibbing. 

How could we have dignity if we 
were not authentic persons? Where 
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does individual integrity fit in with arti- 
fice and accommodation? And what 
happens in a love relationship when in- 
timacy demands the truth? 

By the time we were in college, the 
burden of the double bind became a 
frequent subject for dormitory bull 
sessions. Now that we had serious boy- 
friends or fiances, we were afraid that 
if we married we would be found out. 
All the charm-school tricks and camou- 
flage clothes might not carry us through 
richer or poorer, in sickness or health, 
'til death did us part. 

The game was up. We were fully 
grown females confronting our destinies, 
and we were scared. We wondered 
whether we could pretend to love foot- 
ball (fishing, Bach, Indian food, etc.) for 
the rest of our lives; whether we would 
gladly give up law school in order to 
raise his babies; whether he would 
still love us after he discovered that 
his Dream Girl was really strong-willed, 
moody and had chicken-pox scars un- 
der her make-up. 

My roommate came up with an air- 
tight solution to “our problem.” 

After she married, she vowed she 
would always go to bed with her face 
made-up and her hair-do impeccable. 
In the morning, her discreet wrist watch 
alarm would buzz in her ear. That way 
she could repair her mask, purify her 
breath and rearrange her hair before 
her husband awoke. If she could rein- 
vent her image every morning, she was 
convinced her marriage would succeed. 

As I listened to her plan, an alarm 
went off in my own head. I realized 
how pitiful we were and how distorted 
our values had become. Under the 
slogan "Beauty Hurts" we had inflicted 
a pain on ourselves that was more 
than skin deep. 

It has taken half a lifetime for many 
of us to unlearn the lie for ourselves. 
Now we are teaching the truth to our 
daughters so that growing up female 
can mean growing up free. ®

Get Ourself 
a Nose Job! 


The unlikely saga 

of Al Molinaro’s struggle 

to become an actor

When Al Molinaro felt the first strange 
stirrings to be an-actor, a producer said, 
“Get a nose job. They can't stop pro- 
duction to light your nose.” 

Some 20 years later, when Al was 
under consideration for the role of 
Murray the Cop in ABC's The Odd 
Couple, various network and studio 
people involved in the casting were not 
enthusiastic about him. Executive pro- 
ducer Garry Marshall recalls, “They 
wanted nice handsome people. I said, 
‘Could we at least hire his nose?’ " 

Al got the job, of course, and has 
since done one scene in which only 
his nose appeared, through the peep- 
hole of the Odd Couple's apartment 
door. “He can be funny without even 
coming in,” says Marshall. “The scene 
was so funny that Tony Randall kept 
breaking up — and he never breaks up.” 
Marshall considers this one of the 
“classic scenes” of The Odd Couple 
and adds, “The great scenes in the 
show have been with Al. He’s one of 
those special people who can say hello 
and good-by and get a laugh.” 



It was not, as they say, ever thus. 
After that first abortive essay at acting 
20 years ago, Al Molinaro did not try 
again until 1968, when he began ap- 
pearing in commercials. “But that’s not 
really acting,” he says. “You don’t ever 
have to sustain anything.” To all in- 
tents and purposes, The Odd Couple is 
his first regular acting job. “I was an 
amateur,” he says. 

Born in Kenosha, Wis., June 24, 1922, 
he was one of 10 children of a tavern 
operator. “I always loved music," he 
says, “but my father couldn't afford 
lessons for me. When I was in high 
school I used to go down to the music 
room and play the instruments by ear. 
One day the music teacher heard me 
and gave me a clarinet." 

Al soon joined a combo which 
played “joints" in the area for 10 dol- 
lars a night, and eventually he left 
school to go on the road with the 
group. When they ended up stranded, 
however, he returned to Kenosha, fin- 
ished high school and then got a job in 
a local bedspring factory but soon — » 
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continued 

left to join a combo called the Four 
Barons. This group came to Hollywood 
for an engagement in 1945 but was 
fired before it opened. Al broke his 
clarinet over his knee and quit the 
music business. But he stayed in Holly- 
wood, working as a stock clerk at a 
10-cent store. 

In 1948 he married an auburn-haired 
TV time-buyer named Jackie Martin. 
One evening, when he returned home 
from his labors in the stockroom, she 
said, “You keep going from job to job, 
doing whatever turns up. What do you 
really want to do?" For some reason 
still obscure to him, Al replied, “Be a 
TV producer.” 

Good as his word, he went to sta- 
tion KTLA in Hollywood and bluffed 
his way to the manager's office by say- 
ing that he was a producer and had 
an appointment. Then he lost his nerve. 
He told the manager that he just wanted 
a job — any kind of a job — and was 
hired at 75 dollars a week as “a run- 
ner and lackey.” After a few months of 
observing the operation of a TV sta- 
tion, he went to the sales department 
and offered to buy two hours of unsell- 
able Sunday morning time. He put on a 
kids' talent show with himself as emcee 
and sold spots to local sponsors. 

That was only the beginning. Even- 
tually he had six shows on the air on 
various Los Angeles stations and was 
making a handsome $2000 a week. 

He was a TV producer for five years, 
going from station to station all day, 
putting on shows or trying to sell new 
ones from the file of program ideas he 
always had in the trunk of his car ("I 
never had an office"). Then he would 
top off the day with a late-night pro- 
gram called, appropriately, Insomnia. 
When he began to have chest pains 
after five years of this, he became 
fearful of a heart attack. His doctor 
reassured him on that score but ad- 
vised him to slow down. Al did better 
than that. He quit televison completely. 

But this time he did not return to the 


stockroom. "I had invested my money," 
he says. "I have confidence in myself 
in business. I wish I had it in my acting.” 

For nine years, he worked at various 
business enterprises. Then a friend who 
was involved in a little theater asked Al, 
as a favor, to take a part in a play. 
An agent for TV commercials saw him 
and suggested that Al let him repre- 
sent him. Al was not interested. But the 
agent kept calling him for a year and 
finally insisted that Al go on a particular 
call. He got the job, the commercial 
ran for two years, and Al made $17,000 
from it. From then on, commercials be- 
came his career, along with minor roles 
in such series as Get Smart, Bewitched, 
and That Girl. 

On one assignment he worked with 
comic actor Harvey Lembeck, who told 
him, "You're funny, but you don't know 
what you're doing." Lembeck, it de- 
veloped, had a weekly workshop for 
aspiring comedians. Al joined the group, 
and there one Monday night Garry Mar- 
shall saw him. Marshall approached 
him and said, "You're the funniest guy 
I’ve ever seen." He offered Al a part 
in a picture, but Al was too busy doing 
commercials to take it. 

When he read about The Odd Couple. 
however, he saw himself as one of 
Oscar's poker-playing pals. After trying 
unsuccessfully to reach Marshall by 
phone, he put together some pictures of 
himself and had them delivered per- 
sonally to Marshall. 

Today, Al Molinaro lives comfortably 
in the San Fernando Valley with his wife 
and their bright 12-year-old son, 
Michael. In his spare time, he and 
writer John Rappaport work up routines 
for comedians, and they have collabo- 
rated on two movie scripts which show 
promise. Al enjoys the measure of late- 
blooming fame which has come his way. 
Once, when Al took his son to an ice- 
skating rink, a teen-age girl came up 
and asked, “What's a big star like you 
doing in a place like this?" Al says, "I 
enjoy being recognized. It's the greatest 
reward there is." ©

Is Big Bird imperialistic? It was shock 
enough when Britain’s fastidious BBC 
some months ago snubbed Sesame 
Sireet as “authoritarian.” Now a Mos- 
cow youth publication has attacked the 
pride of U.S. public TV as the sort of 
“cultural imperialism” that could creep 
into Soviet homes when a global satel- 
lite network came into being. Although 
such American fare as Mighty Mouse, 
Lassie and Daktari has been seen on 
Russian TV, the Moscow article echoed 
a recent Chilean leftist complaint, 
picked up by a Mexican paper, that 
Sesame Street inculcated such Ameri- 
can concepts as private enterprise and 
the importance of money. 

The Children's Television Workshop, 
producer of the PBS kiddy show, 
sloughed off the Russian barbs. Point- 
ing out that Sesame Street currently is 
running in nearly 50 countries with a 
Spanish-language version in a dozen 
others, a CTW spokesman predicted the 
series “will one day be shown in the 
Soviet.” As an aside, he reported that a 
group of Russian educators recently 
visited the Sesame Street studio in New 
York to see the program in production. 

Some people are “glad Watergate is 
over.” CBS is glad— no doubt about it— 
that “Sticks and Bones” and the Maude 
abortion repeats are over. It’s a ques- 
tion whether the network won any 
Brownie points on either count. All 
told, 94 CBS stations (out of the 186 
normally airing the Friday night 
movie) blacked out “Sticks and 
Bones,” a harsh drama about a return- 
ing, blinded Vietnam veteran. But in 
eight cities, non-CBS affiliates (among

them the public-TV stations in Seattle 
and Schenectady, N.Y.) stepped in to 
air “Sticks.” Thirty-nine CBS outlets 
blacked out the two disputed Maude 
episodes, which Catholic groups had 
strongly protested. No ratings were im- 
mediately available on either the drama 
or the Maude show, but one CBS insid- 
er, who agreed with many critics that 
“Sticks” was “not even good drama,” 
speculated that “the tune-out in the first 
half hour must have been astronom- 
ical.” 

Sada Thompson won’t be Archie Bunk- 
er’s Irish neighbor in All in the Family 
this coming season, after all. Reported- 
ly unhappy with the role after just three 
weeks in Hollywood, during which one 
episode of the series was shot, the New 
York actress asked out. Her spot as the 
wife of a semiretired Italian, played by 
Vincent Gardenia, is being taken by 
stage actress, Betty Garrett. The show 
in which Miss Thompson appeared is 
being reshot. 

Briefly: CBS News will tape a debate 
between Bill Buckley ( Firing Line ) and 
Daniel Ellsberg, the Pentagon Papers 
discloser, at England’s Cambridge 
Union in October for a hour-long spe- 
cial ... In the only early audience read- 
ing on the CBS Morning News vs. Today 
competition, Nielsen reported New 
Yorkers switched heavily to the Hughes 
Rudd-Sally Quinn newscast the first 
week— then returned in large numbers 
to the Today show.

NBC is jumping the seasonal gun in 
grand style this network-movie week 
with the premiere of A Man for All Sea- 
sons, Fred Zinnemann’s six-Oscar 1966 
film of the Robert Bolt play. And in even 
more admirable style, this two-hour 
movie, which will be given a two-and- 
a-half-hour prime-time evening slot, 
will be repeated on the following Sun- 
day afternoon (Sept. 9, during the offi- 
cial “new season” week) for the benefit 
of early-to-bedders and all of us who 
know that a great film is indeed worth 
a second view. 

This film for all time, with Bolt’s 
screenplay from his own 1961 Broad- 
way smash and Paul Scofield repeating 
his title role as Sir Thomas More, is the 
ultimate demonstration, perhaps, of 
how a fine stage play can be tran- 
scended and, with integrity and inspira- 
tion, be turned into a great motion pic- 
ture. It is a thinking man’s spectacular 
in the best sense, history (the 16th- 
century conflict between More and Hen- 
ry VIII) with the pomp and circum- 
stance understated, a gripping human 
drama in which the passions and tur- 
bulence are underplayed, a probing 
study of conscience whose complexi- 
ties and subtleties are indicated with 
brilliant clarity and whose contempo- 
rary significance is forcefully presented 
by implication alone. Scofield sur- 
passes his original stage creation of 
More, Robert Shaw as the golden young 
Henry, Wendy Hiller and Susannah 
York as More’s wife and daughter; Leo 
McKern as Thomas Cromwell, Orson 
Welles as Cardinal Wolsey and Vanessa

Redgrave as Anne Boleyn are all as 
beautiful and satisfying in performance 
as the film is as a whole. The film itself, 
Zinnemann, Scofield, Bolt, cinematog- 
rapher Ted Moore and costume design- 
ers Elizabeth Haffenden and Joan 
Bridge all won Oscars— which every- 
one involved in the entire production 
deserved. 

For stay-ups there’s a bonanza in 
Tuesday’s late-movie premiere of Pay- 
ment on Demand, a top-notch Bette 
Davis film that in 1951 followed the 
Oscar-winning “All About Eve.” In this 
one, as a woman reviewing her 20-year 
marriage that is on the verge of col- 
lapse, Ms. Davis is all star and fine ac- 
tress, displaying the range and rich 
variety of her talents, with Barry Sulli- 
van sharing the honors. 

The week’s remaining prime-time 
premieres are hardly gun-jumpers. The 
Vatican Affair, originally slated for July 
telecasting, is a 1969 German-ltalian 
production replete with scenery, a jew- 
el-heist plot and Walter Pidgeon that, 
as far as memory or records would indi- 
cate, left no footage prints behind if 
and when it was ever shown in theaters 
in this country. And Hollywood or Bust, 
a 1956 Martin & Lewis concoction, is not 
up to that team's usual standard. Martin 
and Pat Crowley provide the romance, 
and Lewis and a Great Dane named Mr. 
Bascomb provide the laughs (the dog 
drives the car and Lewis wears funny 
hats to get them) in the course of an 
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East-to-West cross-country automobile 
trip. It’s inoffensive. 

The same cannot be said of the re- 
peat of The Beguiled, a foul 1971 film 
produced and directed by Donald Sie- 
gel for sadists' and woman-haters, 
wherein the headmistress and students 
of a Southern seminary for young ladies 
slowly, surely and gorily do away with 
Clint Eastwood, a wounded Union sol- 
dier, all for sexual satisfaction. Nor is 
another prime-time repeat, 1952’s My 
Son John, much more intelligent or ap- 
petizing in its McCarthy-era superpa- 
triotic know-nothingism— but it’s so 
dumb it’s harmless. Helen Hayes is in 
it. These two films make another repeat 
and another dose of Martin & Lewis, 
via their 1952 Sailor Beware, seem al- 
most therapeutic. It also demonstrates 
that in their early-’50s prime, they were 
at their noisiest as well as funniest, or 
so their fans claim. 

The tailored-for-television prime- 
time repeats are of two pilots that 
made it and one that didn’t. The suc- 
cessful forerunner is Toma, based on 
the adventures of a real-life Newark 
cop, with Tony Musante absolutely first- 
rate in the title role and his portrait of 
a loner who’s big on disguises and jus- 
tice. The less successful pilot, precur- 
sor for an ABC miniseries to be seen 
every month or so— and it’s just as well, 
in our view— is a well-made sci-fier with 
Lee Majors as a NASA test pilot who 
loses an eye, an arm, both legs and 
spinal mobility in a crack-up and gets 
mechanical replacements to make him 
The Six Million Dollar Man, half human, 
half machine and somehow wholly un- 
appetizing. The pilot that failed, Mur- 
dock’s Gang, with Alex Dreier as a 
disbarred criminal lawyer turning to 
private eyeing with a staff of ex-cons, 
is tired eye and old hat.

An amusing— but true— history of the Miss America Pageant 
and the man who made it what it is ... or was 


By J. Robert Conroy 


What with the success 
of the Miss America 
Pageant and all, you 
would think they’d re- 
member Harry Finley 
and my Uncle Ed in At- 
lantic City — which is, of 
course, the New Jersey 
resort that annually 
plays host to one of 
television's highest- 
rated specials. 

You’d think they’d 
have done something 
by now. Like erecting 
50-foot statues of them 
on the Boardwalk in 
front of Convention Hall, 
nicely spotlighted at 
night. 

In the years before 
he passed away, I re- 
member playing a bit 
of poker with Harry and 
I don’t recall his being 
hung up on the sub- 
ject one way or the 
other. But he did come 
up with the idea. That 
was shortly after the 
end of World War I, 
when Harry was circu- 
lation manager of At- 
lantic City's daily paper, 

' and the beauty-contest 
stunt was one that 
Harry proposed at a 
meeting of newspaper 
circulation managers

as a means of hypoing newspaper 
sales in all of the cities that would 
participate. Great idea? Not really. 
Official Pageant archives give this nod 
to Harry and let it go at that. 

Funny, though — they don’t even men- 
tion my Uncle Ed, who had a part in the 
Pageant from the beginning and 
brought it back to life after it had been 
given up as a very dead horse. 

They don’t even mention me, and I 
distinctly recall being in a float in one 
of the early Boardwalk parades. There 
was some sand in this float, see, and 
they gave me a little bucket and a 
shovel. I had a ball. I was 4 or 5. 

One paper, no longer in existence, 
printed the story about 
Uncle Ed when the 
news came over the 
wire that he had died 
on a train en route from 
Los Angeles to New 
York. I know they print- 
ed the story, because I 
am the one who re- 
wrote it. That was back 
in the late ’30s. 

I rather suspect that 
Atlantic City prefers to 
sweep under its ancient 
rug any unsettling me- 
mentoes of those crazy, 
turbulent Pageant years 
before World War II, 
going back to 1921 . 

That was the year it 
all started, you know. 

The whole beauty pag- 
eant bit. The forerunner 
not only of Miss Ameri- 
ca, but of her offspring, 

Miss U.S.A., Miss World 
and Miss Universe, 
and, probably, of all the 
Miss Spark Plugs and 
Miss Dairy Queens and 
Miss Roto-Rooters the 
world has seen since. 

Maybe there were 
beauty pageants before 
that year of 1921, but 


the possibility predates my memory and 
also fails to arouse any inclination to 
wade into that kind of research. I would 
rather state dogmatically that 1921 was 
the beginning of beauty pageants and 
let untold letter writers pour in counter- 
claims with documented proof that 
Beadle County, S.D., crowned a Miss 
Butterfat in 1907. 

Anyway, 1921 was the year that the 
Chamber of Commerce and the City 
Commission of Atlantic City bought 
Miss America as a pretty sneaky de- 
vice to extend Atlantic City’s “season” 
by one whole week. 

•Atlantic City had this big problem, 
you see. Every summer, literally mil — >

lions of people would descend upon 
the little coastal town (then pop. 50,000) 
during the months of July and August, 
and instantly transform the place into 
the world's most popular resort. But the 
day after Labor Day in September, they 
would all be gone. 

Since Atlantic City has always de- 
pended 100 per cent on the tourist 
trade for its existence, you can im- 
agine how the city fathers salivated 
over the prospect of another week of 
revenue before they rolled up the side- 
walks and settled down to the long 
hibernation through the off season. 

So, if other towns in the country 
wanted to cooperate by staging beauty 
contests and sending their winners, 
that was just dandy with Atlantic City. 
This, by the way, is why the early con- 
testants represented communities, not 
states as they do today. Miss Tulsa 
could by-pass Oklahoma and go all the 
way to Miss America — which is what 
happened in 1926, for instance. 

The girl from Los Angeles was iden- 
tified as Miss California, notwithstand- 
ing the entries of Miss San Francisco 
and Miss Oakland. There was also a 
Miss South Dakota and another who 
said she was Miss New England. 

Among the contestants were girls rep- 
resenting such metropolitan centers as 
Oswego, Yonkers, Wilkes-Barre, Lock- 
port and Huntington, W. Va. There 
was also a Miss Bay Ridge, which, if 
you don’t know, is in Brooklyn. 

There was a Miss Dallas that same 
year in the person of Rosebud Blondell, 
infinitely better known as Joan. 

The Pageant people in those days 
were inclined to be just a little bit 
flexible in establishing a contestant’s 
right to compete for the Miss America 
crown. Not that Miss Toronto and Miss 
Winnipeg didn't have as much of a 
claim as anyone to the title — but Miss 
Australia ? 

The whole pageant went broke in 
1927, and that was before the Great 


Depression. It died and stayed dead 
until it was resuscitated in 1933. That 
was another disaster, so it died again, 
with no show in 1934. In 1935, my 
Uncle Ed came into the picture as 
head man. 

Ed Corcoran was a tall, good-looking 
man with black hair, a straw hat and 
white pants with black pin stripes. 
That’s how I remember him. He was 
a press agent for Paramount Pictures 
(and before that, a reporter for the 
old Philadelphia Public Ledger). He 
was one of the original movie exploiters 
— an idea man, a promoter. 

Uncle Ed’s prime source of material 
— "bathing beauties” as they were 
called — was a network of various chain- 
operated movie houses around the 
country. These theaters would stage 
beauty contests as a substitute for the 
amateur nights and bank nights and all 
the other devices that were used to 
drum up extra business in between 
Greta Garbo movies. There wasn't 
much in the way of rules to complicate 
things, other than those my uncle made 
up as the need arose. The only basic 
law was that the girl had to be single, 
thus permitting her to be "Miss” some- 
thing or other. 

My Uncle Ed couldn't have cared 
less how the girls were chosen, or 
how tenuous were their claims to repre- 
sent an entire state. His nail-biting 
days ended when the train disgorged 
enough bodies to put on at least a fairly 
representative show. So what if "Miss 
Illinois” won her title with a solo ap- 
pearance one night in Peoria, compet- 
ing against a dozen or so other hope- 
fuls — who was going to sue? 

My uncle always had a great solu- 
tion to jurisdictional squabbles when 
they did occur. There was the year, 
for instance, when two girls showed 
up as “Miss Kentucky,” a potentially 
awkward situation. My Uncle Ed set- 
tled that one quite calmly: both would 
be allowed to enter the finals, one as — »

“Miss Kentucky” — and the other? He 
dubbed her "Miss Blue Grass.” 

No doubt about it, my Uncle Ed 
ran what has to be called a loose ship. 
But with the funds he had to spend, it’s 
a wonder he kept it afloat at all. Take 
hotel accommodations, for instance. He 
would talk the owner of a posh palace 
like the once-mighty Traymore (which 
I understand is now just a big parking 
lot) into donating a floor for Pageant 
Week, and into these rooms would go 
the entire entourage — all the girls, their 
movie-house “sponsors,” and the press. 
Now that's the way to run a beauty con- 
test. Or, at least, it's one way. 

This state of affairs forms an inter- 
esting retrospective contrast to the way 
things are run today. Now the girls are 
assigned individual chaperones — local 
society matrons — who take over before 
the contestants even cross the state 
line. The chaperones cling to their 
charges like no duenna ever did in 
Spain. There’s been nothing like it since 
the invention of the chastity belt. 

Some describe the current restric- 
tions as a bit of overkill, but there’s 
historical justification for this evolution. 
Even hinting at a skeleton in Miss 
America’s closet seems like blurting 
out that Mom made lousy apple pie — 
but Miss America’s earlier deaths were 
not without a hint of a scandal or two. 
One of the New York papers reported 
that a paternity suit had been filed by 
a contestant who returned from Atlantic 
City with a trophy she didn’t expect. 
Then there was the loud scream of 
protest from a Miss Washington, D.C., 
when someone else was announced as 
Miss America. The girl from Washing- 
ton was outraged, indignantly insisting 
that the fix was in for her. 

That my Uncle Ed had real talent as 
an improvising promoter is a fact, but 
there is room to doubt his skill as a 
theatrical producer. Frankly, the Miss 
America selection process in his era 
was a show-business bomb. Had there 


been television in those days, the Miss 
America show would have been out- 
rated by a test pattern. 

My Uncle Ed ran a leg show, and 
that was it, period. There wasn’t a 
baton-twirler in the bunch. He wouldn’t 
even let the girls talk, let alone answer 
cute questions on stage to demonstrate 
whatever it is that part of the program 
is supposed to demonstrate. It wasn’t 
that my Uncle Ed felt his girls were 
without talent; he just believed that 
things would be better if they kept 
it to themselves. 

Unfortunately, some of the girls who 
got into the finals not only should not 
have been permitted to talk, they 
should not have been seen, either. 
Take a look at some of the old group 
photos and you’ll get the point. If beauty 
is in the eyes of the beholder, you 
have to wonder about the theater people 
who did the beholding. 

So, the girls stood there in their 
bathing suits, and they stood there un- 
til one of the judges yelled up to them 
to do a right face. The master of cere- 
monies helped out here by correcting 
those who turned left. Anyway, they 
stood there until another right-face 
order came through, and another and 
another. Then they would peel off a 
few of the girls, and the ones remain- 
ing would walk back and forth a few 
times, apparently to prove that they 
could. Then the right-face maneuvers 
would begin all over again. (You could 
have seen better choreography at a pall- 
bearer rehearsal.) This kept up until 
there was only one — who probably felt 
she had won an endurance contest 
rather than one for beauty. Anyway, 
she was Miss America. 

A word about the emcee. Rumor to 
the contrary, it was not Bert Parks, nor 
even his father. It was a series of 
emcees, for each of whom the Pageant 
became a springboard to obscurity. 
With one-liners and other material long 
gone after the first hour or so, it was 
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difficult to get a laugh out of “OK, girls, 
right face again." 

The whole process literally took 
hours. There was more squabbling 
among the judges — each plugging for 
a personal favorite — than could ever 
be found on a hung jury. As often as 
not, the crowning of the new queen 
dragged on well beyond midnight into 
the small hours of Sunday morning, 
much too late to make any of the Sun- 
day papers, whose representatives had 
long since fallen asleep in their chairs. 

I remember one such evening quite 
well, since I was the Pageant's official 
press-relations man. I wouJd like to 
point out here that my uncle was a 
rare judge of talent in other fields, too, 
and I deeply resent any inferences of 
nepotism from this appointment. The fact 
that I was only 17 at the time shouldn’t 
even be discussed. 

The relatively freewheeling days of 
the Pageant ended when my uncle's 
heart gave out on that train trip. They 
gave the position of executive director 
to Lenora Slaughter, whom my uncle 
had lured away from St. Petersburg, 
Fla., to take over the parade part of 
Pageant Week. Lenora knew more about 
the inner workings of the whole event 
than anyone else and was the logical 
choice. 

She had ideas of her own about Miss 
America, and these ideas represent the 
Pageant as it is today — the talent con- 
test, the college scholarships, the tight 
chaperonage, the transformation of the 
event into a money-making spectacle 
of real entertainment. 

You see, my Uncle Ed’s Pageant 
didn't exactly make money — there al- 
ways seemed to be deficits that had to 
be made up the next year — but that 
wasn’t Ed Corcoran’s objective. Miss 
America, to him, was a press-agent’s 
coup — an obviously successful device 
to get the Atlantic City name in print as 
a place very much alive alter Labor 
Day as well as before. And it worked. 


Lenora Slaughter took the idea and 
made giant steps forward, particularly 
when the big night was tailored to fit 
a TV format. I remember talking to her 
soon after World War II. I was doing 
publicity for a company in Detroit that 
was going to make an automatic wash- 
ing machine but somehow never got 
around to it. At my urging, though, 
they did come through with the huge 
sum of $5000, which Lenora also got 
from four other companies. That gave 
her $25,000 and the start toward her 
big goal, the establishment of the Miss 
America scholarship fund. (In return, 
the fund sponsors got certain promo- 
tional rights and front-row boxes in 
Atlantic City.) 

Lenora also talked the Junior Cham- 
ber of Commerce into taking over the 
sponsorship of local contests, ending 
my uncle's somewhat dubious connec- 
tions with the movie houses. As a 
favor, Lenora asked me to drop over 
to Chicago one night and help out the 
Jaycees there in staging their first such 
contest — for the Miss Chicago title. 

Before it was over, I fotind myself 
called upon to be the judge. That’s 
what I said: the judge 

So, I picked this long-legged blonde 
stunner and wrote a rave letter back 
to Lenora that my beauty was going to 
win all the marbles. She didn’t, but she 
did make the semifinals. Maybe you 
can imagine the pride I felt when I 
saw Cloris Leachman walk on a stage 
once again, earlier this year — to accept 
her Emmy. 

I think my Uncle Ed would have ap- 
proved my choice, too, even though 
Cloris was so closely chaperoned that 
I never did get the chance to tell her 
about the small role I played in her 
budding career. Until now. 

They don't make Miss America Pag- 
eants any more the way they used to do. 
And — Uncle Ed, wherever you are, 
please forgive me — maybe it's just as 
well. (5»|S)

Puchero — South American Boiled Dinner (pictured) Serves 6 


4 to 5 lbs. fresh brisket of beef 
Water to cover 
1 tbs. salt 
1 tsp. pepper 
4 yellow onions, halved 
1 lb. Italian sweet sausage 
6 carrots, cut into 1-inch pieces 
1 clove garlic, chopped 


6 large potatoes, peeled and halved 
2 green peppers, seeded and cut into 
quarters 

1 can (12 oz.) kernel corn, drained 
1 can (1 lb., 12 oz.) tomatoes 
1 head green cabbage, cut into 
6 wedges 

1 can (1 lb.) chick peas, drained 


Place brisket in large, 8-quart kettle, cover with water. Add salt, pepper, onions and 
sausage. Cover, bring to a boil, lower heat and simmer 2 to 216 hours or until meat 
is tender. Add remaining ingredients and simmer 30 to 40 minutes or until vegetables 
are tender. Drain off broth and pour into a tureen. Season to taste with salt, if neces- 
sary. Cover the meat and vegetables to keep them hot. Serve the broth first and then 
slice the meat and serve with the vegetables. 


Yorkshire Hot Pot 


Serves 6 


6 round-bone shoulder lamb chops 
Va cup butter or margarine 
2 cups beef broth 

1 clove garlic, chopped 

2 tsp. salt 

Va tsp. pepper 

12 white onions, peeled and left whole 


12 whole mushrooms, stems trimmed 
6 potatoes, peeled and quartered 
16 lb. green beans, trimmed and cut 
into 1-inch pieces 
1 cup (16 pint) light cream 
Va cup flour 


Trim excess fat from chops. In a Dutch oven, brown chops in butter on all sides. Add 
broth, garlic, salt and pepper. Cover, bring to a boil, lower heat and simmer 1 to 
1 16 hours or until chops are almost tender. Add onions, mushrooms, potatoes and 
green beans. Cover and simmer 30 to 40 minutes or until vegetables are tender. Mix 
cream and flour. Stir mixture quickly into liquid in Dutch oven. Simmer, stirring, until 
sauce bubbles and thickens. Season to taste with salt, if necessary. 


Stifado — Greek Beef Stew 


Serves 6 


3 lbs. lean beef chuck, cut into 1-inch 
cubes 

Va cup butter or margarine 

12 white onions, peeled and left whole 

1 can (6 oz.) tomato paste 

2 cups water 


2 tsp. salt 
Va tsp. pepper 
Dash ground cinnamon 
6 carrots, cut into 1-inch pieces 
6 potatoes, peeled and quartered 


Brown beef cubes in butter in a Dutch oven or large saucepan. Add onions, tomato 
paste, water, salt, pepper and cinnamon. Cover, bring to a boil, lower heat and sim- 
mer 116 to 2 hours or until meat is almost tender. Add carrots and potatoes and 
simmer 30 to 40 minutes or until vegetables are tender.
